The sandy waste at 
Delhi was purchased by the projectors 
of this amazing scheme at much more 
than its worth; settlers without ex- 
perience and without funds were lured 
to the colony by glowing advertise- 
ments; advice regarding crop plant- 
ing by alleged experts proved worth- 
less, and money was squandered on 
railroad switches, townsite and other 
unnecessary dreams. 


“The résult has been disastrous to 
the settlers. For two years we have 
been trying to salvage this wreck, 
left as a legacy from the Delhi pro- 
jectors. To prevent the colony being 
abandoned it will be necessary for the 
state to appropriate $20,000 in cash to 
aid settlers, to appropriate $350,000 
to wipe out delinquent and unpaid in- 
terest, and to make a cut cf one-third 
in the price of the land. 

“In justice to yourself I respectful- 
ly urge you to visit Delhi and talk 
with the indignant colonists and see 
this monumental failure first hand. I 
hope the million or more dollars Cali- 
fornia may lose may be a valuable les- 
son to other states and to the federal 
government.” 


PRESIDENT’S PERU-CHILEAN 


AWARD IS WITHOUT APPEAL | 


Washington.— President Coolidge 
has informed the Peruvian govern- 
ment that he was constrained to re- 
gard his award as arbitrator in the 
Tacna-Arica dispute between Peru and 
Chile as “final and without appeal.” 
The communication pointed out that 
this action agreed with the terms of 
submission as signed by the two gov- 
ernments, and also with the general 
principles of international law. The 
finality of the president’s acticn 
further stressed by a statement that 
he regards it as unnecessary to af- 
ford Chile an opportunity to present 
views in relation to the Peruvian 
memoria] to which his communication 
is a reply. 

The Peruvian memorial devotes sev- 
eral pages to an argument contending 
that the arbitratcr’s action in order- 
ing determination of sovereignty in 
Tacna and Arica through a plebiscite 
was the consequence of an error of 
translation “which runs through the 
entire opinion and award.”

San Antonio.—An appeal to the Red 
Cross for aid to 1,000 sisters of char- 
ity, connected with Mexican church 
schools, recently ordered out cf Mex- 
ico by President Calles, is expected to 
be made through the local headquar- 
ters of the organization. A fcrmer 
American consul in Mexico, whose 
identity is not divulged because of 
his business connections in Mexico, is 
here with requests for help in defray- 
ing moving expenses of the sisters, 
many of whom are American «citizens. 

An appeal for assistance has been 
received here from the mother super- 
ior of the convent at Gomez Palacio, 
which contains fourteen Atglish- 
speaking nuns. She states ihe is 
afraid she and her associates will be 
the victims of personal harm unless 
they obey immediately.

EGISLATIVE 


LETTER 


Sacramento.—Owing to the con- 
troversy concerning a- budget of the 
proposed expenditures of the High- 
way commission, the legislature has 
postponed its date for adjournment 
until April 24, It will, even to get 
through by that date, have to rush 
through a large number of bills that 
now lumber up its calendar. 


The governor has again repeated his 
statement that he does not propose 
that the legislature shall make any 
raid upon the $6,000,000 accumulated 
as a surplus in the treasury. That 
sum will be kept there for emergen- 
cies, and if eventually the accumu- 
lation in the treasury becomes too 
large, taxation will be lowered and a 
part of the surplus used to meet any 
resulting deficiency and not for “pork 
barrel” purposes. , 

In relation to this latter purpose 
the governor asks the people to write 
to their senators and assemblymer to 
refrain from rushing through local ap- 
propriation bills, as there is no chance 
of their receiving his signature. The 
governor, however, is probably ap- 
pealing in this case to deaf ears. The 
two houses are all the more ready to 
pass bills carrying appropriations be- 
cause they know the governor. will 
veto them. The members, with a veto 
to protect the treasury, are in a posi- 
tion to help each other and to pass 
bills carrying appropriations for this 
or that purpose, which even if vetoed, 
will ehable them to go home and “pass 
the buck”—to use the vernacular of 
the day—to the governor for not 
bringing home the money, or as the 
late Congressman Tom Clunie was 
wont to call it, “the pork,” for this or 
that local object. 

An interesting debate arose over an 
amendment to the workmen’s compen- 
sation act, propcsed by the Christian 
Scientists, to allow persons suffering 
industrial mishaps to be treated by 
prayer or spiritual, means and need 
not have to submit to any physical 
or medical examination. The Cali- 
fornia League for the Conservation of 
Public Health and many employers 
are opposing the amendment. 

Under a bill by Senator Breed, 
amending the motor vehicle act, bi- 
cycles are considered as vehicles and 
subject to all the regulations effect- 
ing other vehicles, such as carrying 
lights, limiting their speed, etc. 
Licenses will expire the first Monday 
in March instead of the first day. of 
February. . 

Unloaded electric trucks are to pa 
$40 if weighing less 
pounds, $60 if over that weight to 10,- 
000 pounds and $80 if they weigh over 
the latter figure. Old automobiles 
with lighting equipment from the mag- 
neto are exempt from the provisicns 
of the headlight law until 1927. Dogs 
can not be carried on the running 
boards of automobiles unless a special 
safety device is fixed to the running 
board to prevent them from falling off. 
The use of muffler cut outs is pro- 
hibited on any public highway wheth- 
er within the limits of a municipality 
or not. Automobiles which have a 
small box for carrying supplies or 
which farmers use to carry their own 
products to market are not in future 
to be classed as commercial vehicles. 

The endless delays in our courts 
have resulted in the submission to the 
people by the legislature of a con- 
stitutional amendment which creates a 
judicial council to consist of ten 
judges from various parts of the state, 
over whom the chief justice of the 
supreme court is to preside, and who 
will study the question of simplifying 
and improving the administration of 
justice in this state, the object being 
to shorten trials and remove tech- 
nicalities. 

The Highway commission appeared 
before the senate committee and ex- 
plained what it proposed to do with 
some of the money that it was to re- 
ceive from the state. The allocation 
given the counties south of ehe Te- 
hachapi the bulk of $2,625,000 which 
the commission has set aside for new 
construction. Of the division of funds, 
64% goes to the north and the balance 
to the south. Of the share which goes 
north, 98% is said to have been al- 
ready contracted for. It was an- 
nounced that there could be no allo- 
cation for 1926 because the increase 
in the gasoline tax has not been defi- 
nitely settled and until that is done, 
the funds that will be available are 
not known. All the money now defi- 
nitely in sight has been contracted for 
or allocated. 

Mrs. Saylor is the authoress of a 
bill that should prove interesting to 
her sisters all over the state. It is 
known as an anti-lottery or gambling 
bill and proposes to apply the abat- 
ment system now employed against 
houses selling liquor or those en- 
gaged for immoral purposes in the 
red light district. They are: closed 
for a longer or.shorter term by order 
of the courts. i : 

Under the Saylor bill any place in- 
cluding private residence or churches 
where cards were played for money, 
no matter how trifling, or there was a 
raffle or lottery, would be’ closed, 
and the persons would be severely 
punished. 

The assembly refused to endorse 
the scheme for a welfare committee of 
nine. women to investigate the moral 
condition of the state. :

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SEASONABLE FOODS. 

The old spring tonic of sulphur and 
molasses was, in the old days, part of 
the regular spring 
housecleaning. To- 
day, with the ad- 
vance in dietetics, 
we know that a 
dish of spinach, 
dandelion greens, 
water cress, 
spring onions and 
radishes, can do the cleansing work 
more effectively and agreeably. An or- 
ange or an apple a day will jog the 
sluggish liver, and rhubarb is better 
than any cathartic. 


Scalloped Onions and Peanuts.—Cut 
large onions into quarters and cook tn 
boiling salted water until. tender. Drain 
and put into a buttered baking dish in 
layers with a rich white sauce and a 
layer of finely minced peanuts. Finish 
the top with buttered crumbs and bake 
until the crumbs are well browned. 
Cheese may be used In place of the 
peanuts for variety. 

Rhubarb Pudding.—Butter slices of 
bread, place in a baking dish and cover 
with finely cut pleplant, sprinkle with 
sugar; repeat until enough is prepared 
for the family to be served. Bake un- 
til the rhubarb is done. Serve hot or 
cold, with cream. 

Rhubarb Dessert.—Stew a pound of 
rhubarb in just enough water to keep 
from scorching. Sweeten to taste af- 
ter putting through a sieve. When 
chilled add.a cupful of whipped cream 
and serve in sherbet cups with a bit of 
pineapple, and a maraschino cherry 


Breakfast Apples—Core, after wash- 
ing and wiping dry, four large apples; 
slice in quarter-inch slices without 
peeling. Melt two tablespoonfuls of 
butter in u hot frying pan, lay in the 
apples and cook, turning with a 
spatula. Wuen the apples are cooked, 
sprinkle lightly with brown sugar and 


sausage. 


Carrots With- Peas.—Cut into half- 
inch cubes enough carrots to make two 
cupfuls and cook 15 minutes in boiling 
water. Drain, and while hot add one- 
third of a cupful of butter: shake well 
so that each piece of carrot is well- 
covered with butter. Add one-third of 
a cupful of sugar mixed with a table- 
spoonful of fresh’ mint, finely chopped. 
Cook slowly until the carrots are ten- 
der and well-glazed. Have ready a 
pint of tender, cooked green peas.

Would Have Preserve 


for Predatory Animals 

A wild life preserve, not for deer 
and elk, but for predatory animals 
such as mountain lions and wolves, 
has been proposed by Prof. Charles 
C. Adams of the Roosevelt wild life 
forest Bid eakk station, at Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. Professor Adams points 
out that at present all the protection 
goes to the game animaisa and live 
stock, and that the beasts of prey, 
| which are in their own way very in- 
j teresting animals, are in danger of 
| being wiped out. He suggests that 
some isolated spot far from cattle 
ranges and game: preserves be left to 
them and to the animals on which 
they prey, as a sample of absolutely 
primordial wilderness as it was be- 
fore man arrived on the scene. Such 
a thing is not possible, he pointed 
out, in the national forests, which 
ate organized and run for economic 
purposes, Neither is it possible in 
the national parka, which are sect 
aside primarily for the recreation of 
great numbers of people whose pres- 
ence ~ necessarily disturbs natural 
conditions. Such a reservation, he 
concluded, would have to be in ap 
| entirely. new category, though it 
might well be administered-by either 
the forest. service or the national 
park service.
